SHAT Queen Elizabeth did by her 1er Patent incor- 
porate the Six Clerks, and the Three Clerks of the Petty-bag 
in Charcery, and their Succeſſors, Clerks of Inrolment in the 

High Court of Chancery for ever, with Powers for making 


Deputies.

That 
the Ancient Office of Inrolment in the Courts of Weſtminſter Fall be 
the Maſters and Regiſters of the intended Office of Regiſtry ; but it 
happens by the wording of the Bill, that the incorporated Clerks of In- 

rolment in Chaxcery are excluded from any Share in this intended Com- 
penſation. For that the Clauſe relating to the Appointment of a Maſter
